I. Claims 1-8 and 48-53, generating a matched customer file and a non- 
matched customer file for updating a record entry in a matched customer 
file, classified in class 707, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 9-47, drawn to updating using a conversion table, classified in 
class 707, subclass 200. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions require different modes of operation. Group I is directed to the 
generation of a matched customer file and a non-matched customer file for an updating 
process; whereas Group II does not require generation of matching and non-matching 
customer files for updates.
